The books which have been written on British birds, from the first edition of Bewick 
in 1797, down to Saunders’ Manual in 1889, are legion, but in very few of them are the eggs 
of British birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, and the last was 
finished in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them good; but all 
three editions have long been out of print, and, indeed, much of the letterpress is out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the eggs of British birds, but they contain only 
figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British Islands, and these by no means 
satisfy the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who are interested in 
eggs. What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at a moderate price, with 
coloured illustrations of the egg of every British bird. The egg collector of to-day is very 
exacting. To satisfy him the chromos must be as good as love and money can make them. 
The letterpress, too, must be up to date in every respect, and, withal, not bulky. Into leas 
than a page devoted to each of the 400 British birds must be condensed the following facts 

1. The extent of the breeding range. 

2. The date of the nesting season. 

3. The situation ip which the nest is placed. 

4. The size and shape of the nest, and the materials of which it is composed. 

5. The number of the eggs. 

6. The variations of size and colour of the eggs. 

7. The way to distinguish them from the eggs which resemble them most closely.

23 BANKS-BARRINGTON-PENNANT CORRESPONDENCE: 

I. Sir Joseph Banks to Thomas Pennant. A. L. s., pp., 4to., London, 

May 5, 1767. 

Expresses the hope that the forthcoming operation upon Pennant’s children 
would be successful. Apologises for not having had Pennant’s beaver coloured,' 
giving as his excuse that he had been furnishing his house. States that “ Mr. 
White called upon me to-day in your name and left some specimens of birds,” 
further that he intended to call upon him and “ hold ornithological converse tho I 
can assure you it does not go on with the same spirit it used to do when you was 
with us.” There is no doubt that the Mr. White referred to was White of Selborne. 
Complains that Mr. Brewer had charged him too much for some colouring, but that 
he “ will have it out of him if he ever colours any more for us.” Mentions a new 
branch of trade discovered by him, namely the selling of animals’ horns in the 
rough for manufacturing purposes. 

II. Sir Joseph Banks to Thomas Pennant. A. L. s., 3 pp , 4to., New 

Burlington Street, May 14, 1767. 

He is “ just upon the wing setting out for Dorsetshire” and makes no doubt 
that Pennant’s children are out of danger. Intends to visit Bristol and the other 
side of the channel. Thanks Pennant for bringing about his acquaintance with 
White, who has a rare hawk and promises to observe the mouse and bat lormerly 
seen by Banks. Mentions his intention to go to Flint and afterwards to Leicester¬ 
shire. In the meantime he will not “ fail to procure your netherjack and any thing 
else which I find worthy the observation of a nat. historian.” Apologises for not 
having forwarded certain objects of natural history and gives his reasons. Announces 
that Governor Loten “ is fixed in New Burlington Street so we shall with ease get the 
rest of his drawings.” 

III. Sir Joseph Banks to Thomas Pennant. A. L. s., 2 pp., 4to. 

Is just returned from the journey referred to above and finds two letters from 
Pennant awaiting him. Is curious to know what Pennant would say if he were 
unable to visit the Utter in Wales as promised. He feels however that he would be 
forgiven if it were known that instead, he contemplated a visit to “ our Master 
Linnaeus and profiting by his lectures before he dies who is now so old that he cannot 
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long last.” He goes on to say that he has “ got hold of Governor Loten’s drawings 
and am getting them copied as fast as possible at present I do not let Parkinson do 
anything but copy as fast as he can as soon as he has copied them all you shall have 
any you like.” Forty of these drawings are in the British Museum. The B.M. Cat. 
reads : “ 40 water-colour drawings of Animals taken from specimens or drawings 
executed in India by order of J. G. Loten, and forming the originals of some of the 
figures in Pennant’s ‘ Indian Zoology ’ and ‘ Quadrupeds ’. (Banksian MS. No. 20-Z). 

Sydney Parkinson afterwards accompanied Banks in Captain Cook’s “ Endeavour ” 
voyage (1768-71) as natural history draughtsman ; it was during the passage from 
Java to the Cape of Good Hope that he died. 

IV. Sarah Sophia Banks to Thomas Pennant. A. L. s., 1 p., sm. 4to., New 

Burlington Street , June 6, 1770. 

Acknowledge the receipt of bo iks and drawings, further that she has sent a book 
on his behalf to the Duchess of Portland. Has had no account of her brother since 
Pennant was last in town. 

V. Sarah Sophia Banks to Thomas Pennant. A. L. s., pp., 4to., New 

Burlington Street, Oct. 6, 1770. 

Thanks Pennant for enquiries about her brother, and goes on to say ‘ ‘ there is 
not the least foundation for the very alarming reports that were in the newspaper 
relating to the Endeavour, there has been no news received from them at the 
Admiralty since they were at Rio de Janeiro; we begin to fear we shall not see them 
till Spring, upon account of their having missed the trade winds, but that is a very 
different situation to what the papers represented : I fancy those who insert them 
kind of surmises in the papers never experienced the shock of reading them, by 
friends of theirs abroad being the subject.” 

VI. Daines Barrington to Thomas Pennant. A. L., signed D. B., 2£ pp., 

folio, Carnarvon, Aug. 24, 1771. 

VII. Daines Barrington to Thomas Pennant. A. L., signed D. B.,-1 p., 4to. 

The Barrington letters are the most interesting of the series. They deal en¬ 
tirely with an episode of a particularly delicate nature in Banks’s early life, namely 

the breaking of his engagement with Miss B.Barrington, who speaks highly of 

Miss B., professes a full knowledge of the whole matter and gives minute de¬ 

tails. His strictures on Banks are very severe ; Solander too is blamed. Barrington 
and Pennant, as is well known, were two of the correspondents of Gilbert White. 

It is said that through Barrington’s encouragement. White was induced to write the

There was no love lost between Banks and Barrington, or so it 
would appear from “ Peter’s Prophecy,” a dialogue between Peter Pindar and Sir 
Joseph Banks upon the approaching election of a President of the Royal Society. 

“ Sir Joseph. Pray then what think ye of our famous Daines ? 

Peter. . . Think, of a man denied by nature brains! 

Whose trash so oft the Royal leaves disgraces ; 

Who knows not jordens brown from Roman vases ! 

About old pots his head for ever puzzling, 

And boring earth, like.pigs for truffles muzzling. 

Who likewise from old unis to crotchets leaps, 

Delights in music, and at concerts sleeps.”

The book shows the working of water-mills, water-clocks, horse-power pumps, 
turning machines, machines worked by concentrating the 6un’s rays, fire-engines, 
fountains in grottoes, hydraulic organs, etc. 

It is upon this book that Arago claims for Caus “ le m6rite de l’invention d’une 
veritable machine a vapeur propre A opArer des Apuisements. ” Caus’s method 
differs only from that given by Della Porta in 1601, in that he lets one vessel serve 
as boiler and displacement chamber instead of two. A later suggestion by Branca 
in 1629 was unproductive. It was upon the line followed by Della Porta and Caus 
that Edward Somerset Marquis of Worcester (1663) and Thomas Savery (1698) 
worked. It would appear that the credit of making the first useful steam-engine 
should be given to the Marquis of Worcester, whilst Thomas Savery made the first 
commercially-successful machine. 

The designs for grottoes are important to those interested in garden design. To 
collectors of music books the work commends itself because of its organ-building 
interest and the engraved music—“ Mesures du Madrigal.—Che Sera sed al Cielo ” 
by Alessandro Strigio, engraved by Pierre Filippe.
